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DETAIL ACTION 

Notice to Applicant(s) 

1. This application has been examined. Claims 1-8 are pending. 

2. The prior art submitted on August 09, 2006 has been considered. 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19, which have 
been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements 
of this title. 

5. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 5 is drawn to functional descriptive 
material NOT claimed as residing on a computer readable medium. MPEP 
2106.IV.B.1(a) (Functional Descriptive Material) states: 

"Data structures not claimed as embodied in a computer-readable medium are 
descriptive material per se and are not statutory because they are not capable of 
causing functional change in the computer." 

"Such claimed data structures do not define any structural or functional 
interrelationships between the data structure and other claimed aspects of the invention 
which permit the data structure's functionality to be realized." 
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6. Claim 5, while defining a computer program, does not define a "computer- 
readable medium" and is thus non-statutory for that reasons. A computer program can 
range from paper on which the program is written, to a program simply contemplated 
and memorized by a person. The examiner suggests amending the claim to embody 
the program on "computer-readable medium" in order to make the claim statutory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee 
(6,816,804). 
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10. With respect to claim 1 , Lee disclose a vehicle speed can be determined from the 
angular speeds of undriven wheels, but such data is not always equal to the actual or 
true vehicle speed, especially there is the potential for the wheels to slip or when the 
vehicle is braking (see column 1 , lines 25-38). Lee further disclose that the GPS 
sensor may be used to determining the vehicle approximated speed (see at least 
column 6, lines 16-20). It would have been obvious to an ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to use the vehicle speed from the angular speed of under 
normal condition, and using the vehicle speed from the GPS sensor when the vehicle 
shows a tendency to slip or is braking in order to obtain the vehicle speed with desired 
speed, accuracy and reliability. 

1 1 . With respect to claim 2, it is well known in the art at the vehicle speed can be 
determined from the engine speed and use such data for determination of gear change 
as shown in at least the admitted prior art on page 1 , lines 11 -24. 

12. With respect to claims 3-8, the limitations of these claims have been noted in the 
rejections above. The appropriate vehicle speed determination can be obtained and 
used for the automatic gear shifting system. They are therefore considered rejected as 
set forth above. 

Conclusion 

13. All claims are rejected.
